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A C u r io u s F u n e r a l S erm o n In W a le s . 
The rector of Merthyr recently delivered a 
lecture at Brecon oa “ The Church in Wales; 
or, How Welshmen became Dissenters;” and 
this was one of his illustrations of the clergy 
of former days. 
He said he found in the 
British Museum, twenty-five years ago, a very 
old tract, the title of which was “ The funer­ 
al sermon of one David Morgan, rector of 
Llanymowddy—a funeral sermou for a dead 
body.” The most singular thing was that 
the text was in English, although at that time 
there was no place in the world more Welsh 
than Dinas MawddWy; the post did not get 
thoro only once in fourteen days, The rector 
was the rentable man that used to be chaired 
for having prayed fourteen days for King Wil 
Ham after Queen Victoria had ascended the 
throne. 
It was a most extraordinary thing 
that they should have this old David Morgan 
preaching a sermon in English. 
He was not 
at all particular as to his divinity; his sermou 
was full of anachronisms; he would illustrate 
the first century of the Christian era by pic­ 
tures taken out of the eighteenth. 
The ser­ 
mon began with these words: “ Good people 
of Llanjmnwddy—my dear beloved brethren; 
we are met together here to-day for a great 
preachment—a preachment for a dead body 
—the body of good Squire Thomas, the squire 
of our parish. 
We did all love him, though 
he had scolded us shocking; hut he is dead 
now, as dead as a door nail- yes, indeed—for 
I did see him with my own eyes before they 
did screw bim up.” He [the lecturer] should 
tell them, in order to state everything fair for 
poor David Morgan, that the Bible had been 
stolen. 
The sermon was this : “ Th* text is 
taken from the four-and twentieth chapter of 
the Prophet Maccabeus; well, indeed, I have 
forgotten the number of the verse, but I do 
kuow the words, I do know them in three 
languages. 
The Latin language—It Is the 
language of all learned people; I do know 
them in the anglish language, it is the lan­ 
guage of all genteel people; I do know 
‘ Watch and pray;’ I do know them in the 
Welsh language, of course it is the language 
of all vulgar people. 
Now I will atick to my 
text; I will, indeed. 
Our great grandfather 
Adam was a very good old mao, and he was 
a very happy old man until he did marry a 
wife. 
He did live in the garden of Paradise. 
Ho did want for nothing there, for every thing 
did grow into bis own hand; he did not want 
for neither a basin nor a spoon. Talk about 
gardens, there was a garden I 
The garden of 
Squire Thomas was nothing to it, and you 
kuow that has four walls, and it would tako 
20,000 of Squire Thomas's to mako such a 
garden of Paradise. All sorts of trees did 
grow there; plum trees, gooseberry trees, 
strawberry trees, pear trees, and apple trees. 
Talk about apple dumplings, and you mea sf 
Lltnymawddy, you do boost of your apple 
dumplings as if there wero no apple dump­ 
lings in all the world Ilks them; and, indeed, 
they arc very good, only they want a little 
more sugar; but if you had apples from the 
garden of Paradise you would want no sugar 
at all. 
Well, I did tell you that he did marry 
a wife, our old grandfather; and oh! there 
was a beautiful woman; there waa a fine fig­ 
ure; and there was hair, but It did grow all 
over her iiead and down her back; she did 
wear it Iii all sorts of shapes; she wore it Ilks 
a tower of Batel on ber bead, and It was ail 
ber own hair. Still she was, I do tell you, the 
beaut iffiest of all women; but aha was a very 
peculiar woman. She wanted to know every­ 
thing—things she ought not to koow; and,ob 
women of Llanymawddy I she did go about 
the garden, aud what did happen unto her ? 
She did get with tho devil, and the devil did 
teach her ail sorts of tbiugs, and he did per­ 
suade ber to go and rob the orchard, aud 
persuaded her to eat the apple, and she did 
eat the apple-—every bit of it, pipkin aud all; 
and tben the devil did persuade ber to put one 
in her pocket, and take it boms for ber hus­ 
band, and he did obey bis wife like a good 
man. 
Well, after this she did have two brave 
boys; but one was a bad boy—an unlawful 
rogue like bis mother. 
Ho did soocem with 
the devil, the devil did tempt bim to kill his 
own brother, and that was the cause of all 
the mischief in the world. 
It did bring the 
lawyers into the world—all the constables into 
Hie world; all tho excise men—people who go 
about prying for a drop of good liquor, but 
thoro was never a drop of good liq aor ever 
afterwards. 
Mind you, do not go to the alc* 
house, it is very bad there; he did go and 
drink all day there, and come home at night 
aud abuse his family shocking; he did kick 
his wife and abuse his children, like what you 
do, William Thomas, and the samo as you 
did last Saturday night. 
Well, I did tell you 
about judgments coming into the world. 
Re­ 
member this, there will be one great day of 
judgment and the pareon of Llauymawddy 
will be asked the question as to the sheep* in 
his posseasiou. 
I will tell the truth, plump 
and plain. 
I will say there Is no sheeps, you 
are all turned goats with shaggy hair all over, 
for you have never given me tithe wool from 
the very day I have been here till now.” 


M a k in g a n d r a n n a g lu g a C is te r n . 
I have for mauy years made th* supply of 
pure water a specialty, and I have not sunk a 
well during the past thirteen years, though I 
have supplied a large number of places with 
water in that period. 
The cistern, when properly constructed, I 
consider the most reliable, and th* moat desi­ 
rable, everything considered, of all means of 
supply. Certain precautions are, however, as 
necessary to observe, in the arrangements 
for obtaining the water, and for preserving it 
iu purity, and to maintain in it a proper tem­ 
perature, as other precautions are in obtain­ 
ing waler from other sources of supply.— 
Premiuent among the former are the follow­ 
ing: 
Water should not be collected for drinking 
or culinary parposes from painted wooden or 
painted metal roots, nor from such as are fre­ 
quented by birds of any kind. 
I prefer, first, 
the slate roof, next the shingle. 
Water from 
a tile roof would, no doubt, be good, but 
there are none in use in my field of operation, 
which comprises nine Slates. 
The foliage of trees should not be allowed 
to collect and remain in gutters of buildings 
from which the water is to be collected aud 
ased. 
In localities in which the roof is liable to 
collect much dust, from excessively traveled 
earth, or even McAdam roads, the spoutings 
should be supplied with what I call a waste 
shoe, which is nu adjustable section of the 
spouting near the grouud, which is to be set 
during a drought, so that the first rain fall 
succeeding a dusty period will waste, and not 
flow into the cistern. 
I have, however, some among my numerous 
patrons, who may he considered rather fastid­ 
ious, who will have the filter. 
There are circumstances where the filter is 
necessary, and in such cases I supply them of 
my favorite kind—in fact, the only kind I 
build of late. 
I will briefly describe my filter: 
I build up in cement morter a brick wall, of 
soft, or " salmon bricks," the width of a brick 
in thickness, which bisects the cistern, aodis 
securely stayed Id place. 
Neither face of the 
filter wall is plastered with cement, as the 
principle of the filter consists in causing al! 


the water to flow through the brick wall, 
which it will do if the surface is that of a 
cross section of au ordinary cistern, with a 
rapidity equal to the amount drawn in a giv 
en time by au ordinary pump. 
A filter more 
perfect is not desirable.-J. W., in Canada 
Fanner.

A Curious Funeral Sermon In W ales. 
The rector of Merthyr recently delivered a 
lecture at Brecou on “ The Church in Wales; 
or, How Welshmen became Dissenters;” and 
this wa3 one of his illustrations of the clergy 
of former days. He said he found in the 
British Museum, twenty-five years ago, a very 
old tract, the title of which was “ The funer­ 
al sermon of one David Morgan, rector of 
Llanymowddy—a funeral sermon for a dead 
body.” The most singular thing was that 
the text was in English, although at that tima 
there was no place in the world more Welsh 
than Dinas MawddVvy; the post did not get 
there only once in fourteen days. The rector 
was the veritable man that UBed to be chaffed 
for having prayed fourteen days for King Wil­ 
liam after Queen Victoria had ascended the 
throne. It was a most extraordinary thing 
that they should have "this old David Morgan 
preaching a sermon in English. He was not 
at all particular as to his divinity; his sermon 
was full of anachronisms; he would illustrate 
the first century of the Christian era by pic­ 
tures taken out of the eightesnlh. The ser­ 
mon began with these words: “ Good people 
of Llanymawddy—my dear beloved brethren; 
we are met together here to-day for a great 
preachment—a preachment for a dead body 
—the body of good Squire Thomas, the squire 
of our parish. We did all love him, though 
he had scolded us shocking; but he is dead 
now, as dead as a (loor nail—yes, indeed—for 
I did see him with my own eyes before they 
did screw him up.” He [the lecturer] should 
tell them, in order to state everything fair for 
poor David Morgan, that the Bible had been 
stolen. The sermon was this : “ The text is 
taken from the fonr-and-twentieth chapter of 
the Prophet Maccabeus; well, indeed, I have 
forgotten the number of the verse, but I do 
know the words, I do know them in three 
languages. The Latin language—it is the 
language of all learned people; I do know 
them in the Bnglish language, it is the lan­ 
guage of all genteel people; I do know 
‘ Watch and pray;’ I do know them in the 
Welsh language, of course it is the language 
of all vulgar people. Now I will stick to my 
text; I will, indeed. Our great grandfather 
Adam was a very good old man, and he was 
a very happy old man until he did marry a 
wife. He did live in the garden of Paradise. 
He did want for nothing there, for every thing 
did grow into his own hand; he did not want 
for neither a basin nor a spoon. Talk about 
gardens, there was a garden! The garden of 
Squire Thomas was nothing to it, and you 
kuow that has four walls, and it would take^ 
20,000 of Squire Thomas's to make such a 
garden of Paradise. All sorts of trees did 
grow there; plum trees, gooseberry trees, 
strawberry tree9, pear trees, and apple trees. 
Talk about apple dumplings, and yon men ©f 
Llanymawddy, you do boast of your apple 
dumplings as if there were no apple dump­ 
lings in all the world like them; and, indeed, 
they are very good, only they want a little 
more sugar; but if you had apples from the 
garden of Paradise you would want no sugar 
at all. Well, I did tell you that he did marry 
a wife, our old grandfather; and oh! there 
was a beautiful woman; there was a fine flg- 
; and there was hair, but it did grow all 
over her head and down her back; she did 
wear it in all sorts of shapes; she wore it like 
a tower of Babel on her head, and it was all 
her own hair. Still she wa3, I do tell you, the 
beautifullest of all women; but sha was a very 
peculiar woman. She wanted to know every­ 
thing—things she ought not to know ; and,ob 
women of Llanymawddy! she did go about 
the garden, and what did happen unto her ? 
She did get with the devil, and the devil did 
teach her all sorts of tbiugs, and he did per­ 
suade her to go and rob the orchard, and 
persuaded her to eat the apple, and she did 
eat the apple—every bit of it, pipkin and all; 
and then the devil did persuade her to put one 
in her pocket, and take it home for her hus­ 
band, and he did obey bis wife like a good 
man. Well, after this she did have two brave 
boys; but one was a bad boy—an unlawful 
rogue like his mother. He did concern with 
the devil, the devil did tempt him to kill his 
own brother, and that was the cause of all 
the mischief in the world. It did bring the 
lawyers into the world—all the constables Into 
the world; all the excise men—people who go 
about prying for a drop of good liquor, but 
thero was never a drop of good liquor ever 
aiterwards. Mind you, do not go to the ale­ 
house, it is very bad there; he did go and 
drink all day there, and come home at night 
and abuse his family shocking; he did kick 
his wife and abuse his children, like what you 
do, William Thomas, and the same as you 
did last Saturday night. Well, I did tell you 
about judgments coming into the world. Re­ 
member this, there will be one great day of 
judgment and the parson of Llanymawddy 
will be asked the question as to the sheeps in 
his possession. I will tell the truth, plump 
and plain. I will say there is no sheeps, you 
are all turned goats with shaggy hair all over, 
for you have never given me tithe wool from 
the very day I have been here till now.”

I have for many years made the supply of 
pure water a specialty, and I have not sunk a 
well during the past thirteen years, though 1 
have supplied a large number of places with 
water in that period. 
The cistern, when properly construoted, 1 
consider the most reliable, and the most desi 
rabie, everything considered, of all means of 
supply. Certain precautions are, however, as 
necessary to observe, in the arrangements 
for obtaining the water, and for preserving It 
in purity, and to maintain in it a proper tern 
perature, as other precautions are in obtain 
ing water from other sources of supply. 
Prominent among the former are the follow­ 
ing:Water should not be collected for drinking 
or culinary purposes from painted wooden or 
painted metal roofs, nor irom such as are fre­ 
quented by birds or any kind. I prefer, first, 
the slate roof, next the shingle. Water from 
a tile rooi would, no doubt, bo good, but 
there are none in use in my field of operation 
which comprises nine States. 
The foliage of trees should not be allowed 
to collect and remain in gutters of buildings 
from which the water is to be collected and 
used. 
In localities in which the roof is liable to 
collect much dust, from excessively traveled 
earth, or even McAdam roads, the spoutings 
should be supplied with what I call a waste 
shoe, which is an adjustable section of the 
spouting near tho ground, which is to be set 
during a drought, so that the first rain-fall 
succeeding a dusty period will waste, and not 
flow into the cistern. 
I have, however, some among my numerous 
patrons, who may be considered rather fastid­ 
ious, who will have the filter. 
There are circumstances where the filter is 
necessary, and in such cases I supply them oí 
my favorite kind—In fact, the only kind I 
build of late. I will briefly describe my filter: 
I build up in cement mortar a brick wall, of 
soft, or “ salmon bricks,” the width of a brick 
in thickness, which bisects the cistern, and is 
8©carely stayed in place. Neither face of the 
filter wall is plastered with cement, as the 
principle of the filter consists in causing al!

Seriously, haven’t ^we had enough of this 
expensive tomfoolery about our Ore depart­ 
ment? 
About $2,000 of tile people’s money 
has been practically thrown away within a 
few months to buy gewgaws for firemen. 
If 
machines were made more useful by such ex ­ 
penditure and the extinguishment of tires 
made more sure, there might be some sense 
in it, but instead of being more serviceable 
they are really unfitted for the business for 
which in theory they are designed. 
In fact 
the firemen themselves couple their request 
for finery by promising to buy cheap machines 
with which to do the work, which is about as 
neat ti bit of satire as they could well con­ 
ceive. 
We think our taxpayers are heartily 
tired of Ibis entire gewgaw business, and con­ 
sider it an outrageous demand upon their 
property. 
Our firemen are not rendered a 
particle more efficient, while one expense of 
this kind breeds another until our fire depart­ 
ment bas become the most costly luxury of 
the municipality.

MISCELLANEOUS ITEMS. 


T be I.utettt T em perance l.octuru. 
There are a large number of people iu every 
community who sneer aud joke aud laugh at 
Temperauco advocates, as Dou Quixotes fight­ 
ing windmills. They talk about the pleasuro 
that follows moderate drinking, of the good 
times they have, the jolly good fellows they 
are who surround the flowing bowl, and gen­ 
erally the use of liquor is treated as only a 
moderate evil at the worst. If only the proper 
amount of steam is carried, all goes wail, they 
think aid say; but the trouble is sometimes a 
big negro seeins to jump on the safety-valve 
and the whole drinking community pushes 
ahead to the very edge of bursting, and at last 
we have an explosion that tears everything to 
pieces. 
Only a week ago there stood on the Walikill 
in the little village of Sliawangunk u substan­ 
tial brick building, of huge dimensions aud 
most stable construction. Yet on Saturday 
last that building was torn to bits and death 
sent hurtling through the crowd of girls and 
men at work, by what is caHed a comparative­ 
ly harmless liquor, in fact by some is consid­ 
ered not a liquor at all—Old English Ale and 
Londou Brown Stout. Young Condit and super­ 
intendent of the mill have been In the habit of 
having jolly good times over the social glass, 
getting themselres druuk over foaming beak­ 
ers of ale, and everybody else that could be 
brought into their circle was made to drink, 
until the influence of that paper-mill on the 
morals of the place became fearful. Of course 
to a superintendent stupid with driuk ajjreat 
part of the time a leak in a boiler was a very 
trivial thing, and to his employer of still less 
consequence. So the boiler was neglected, 
and there are nineteen more orphaned chil­ 
dren to joiu the long procession that rum daily 
parades as the result of its work. 
This is a lesson the citizens of our city and 
county should heed. Right here in our own 
Ulster the work has been done; right at our 
owu doors the destruction lias come. If there 
bad been no rum in Shawangunk, there would 
uot have been desolation and mourning to-day 
in its homes. 


Our F ire W trvliipperi, 
Our country has beau so loug paraded be­ 
fore the country as the champion birthplace 
of horrors, that it is with great pleasure we call 
upon the world and the rest of mankind to see 
that we are reforming here at such a rapid and 
progressive rate that even our Aldermen have 
become devotees, and hare set ap a munici 
pal religion. The prodigality aud exuberant 
enthusiasm with which shrines to the new deity 
are being erected might by some be ascribed 
to tbo proverbial zeal of new converts, but 
there seems to be abuudaut reason for the 
opinion that the fervor of thsso devotees will 
continue till the end of the city’s purse 
reached. W« hare Jews and Gentiles, Prot­ 
estants and Catholics, Mormons aud Shakers 
iu our midst, and all of them scatter their 
gifts upon their altars in generous measure 
and with constant devotion; but the new sect 
of Fire Worshippers fairly tumbles its offer­ 
ings upen the shrines of its god, aud lavishes 
its gifts so prof«sely that other sacts can only 
silently wouder and admire. 
Oae very obvious advantage results from 
having a municipal religion—it utilizes a great 
deal of property that otherwise might be con­ 
sidered comparatively useless. It is rather a 
matter of astonishment to us that there has 
uot been so far any really positive effort to 
erect new aud more costlyjsanetuaries to the 
new deity, aud as taxpayers we may esteem 
ourselves a little fortuuate iu not being heavi­ 
ly taxed for new engine temples and syna­ 
gogues adorned with all the expeusive art of 
the most high-toned architect. That will 
probably come in lime, just as soon perhaps 
as some of our Aldermen get the opportunity 
to select the most appropriate plans. 
But it 
of course weuld never do to let the deity be 
neglected while these buildings are lacking, 
so a comprehensive system of decoration has 
been inaugurated. So far the most oruate 
and expensive ornament is the new Wiitwyck 
Hose catriage, upon which $1,200 is to be ex­ 
pended. It Is to be made so gorgeous that 
tbe most devoted Fire Worshipper will reel 
his deity worthily honored, and lest familiar­ 
ity may breed contempt of the Bacred vessels 
of the shrine the new carriage is to be kept in 
its temple and not taken therefrom under any 
pretext whatever except to parade at the 
grand Joss procession once each year. Oth­ 
er shrines are also being ornamented and dec­ 
orated in like costly style, and the next time 
our devotees turn out they’ll make their god’s

—Aconite was put up by Weeks A Potter, 
wholesale druggists, of Boston, and labelled 
“ picra,” and sold to a Fall River druggist, 
who, supposing it to be picra, sold some with­ 
out examination to Margaret Black. She 
took a dose and was nearly poisoued; but, on 
recovering, Bued Andrew Weeks, who put up 
the drug originally, and has ju3t obtained a 
verdict of $15,000. 
—It is reported that Warden Chamberlain, 
of the Charlestown (Mass.) state prison is pre­ 
paring temperance pledges for the convicts to 
sign wlion they leave the prison. In view of 
the developments recently made by John Short 
of evil fame, regarding the manufacture and 
sale of whiskey in Sing Sing prisión, it might 
be well for Warden Hubbell to prepare pledges 
for convicts to sigu when they enter the insti­ 
tution under his care. 
—Manitobians complain that all the manure 
from the horse stables at the American Fort 
Pemtina, where about 300 soldiers are sta­ 
tioned, besides the contents of sinks, ash- 
boxes and other refuse, liuve beeu deposited 
on the ice of Red River, covering about an 
acre. As the water of the river is used by the 
Canadians below for domestic purposes, the 
approach of spring, when the ice and the re­ 
fuse accumulations would break up, has been 
regarded by these people with dread aud dis­ 
gust. The officers iu charge of the post should 
have sufficient regard for the feelings of their 
Dominion neighbors to make some other use 
of garbage. 
—The Rochester Union is apprehensive that 
the canals are to be opened too early, and 
that a week’s delay beyond the 5th inst. would 
have been advantageous to the state aud to 
commerce. It says there is no considerable 
amount of merchandise awaiting transporta­ 
tion at any point as yet, navigation on the 
lakes being uncertain and perilous, while the 
work in progress at Tonawanda, Búllalo and 
other points will still be in a very incomplete 
state by the day named. Water is now being 
let into some of the levels, and it is believed 
that the canal will be filled with water its en­ 
tire length on tbe 5th iust. 
—The rapid growth of Bismarck, In Dako­ 
ta Territory, is phenomenal in municipal life. 
Two years ago Indians roamed at will over 
the spot which it now occupies, and there was 
no settlement witlilu 200 miles. Now it has 
over 300 taxpayers whose aggregate personal 
property has been assessed at $150,000, while 
trains run to Fargo and steamers pass regu­ 
larly on the Missouri River, between there and 
Carroll and oilier points. The territory itself 
points with a natural pride to Bismarck as a 
sample of the wild aud vigorous energy of the 
young west, and if it were not for the regular 
diurnal revolution of the pistol-barrel,it would 
be a delightful residence. 
—The farmers along the line of the New 
York Central & Hudson River Railroad, with 
perhaps a couple of exceptions, and through 
the Mohawk valley, who sold land to the com­ 
pany for laying the additional tracks,acknowl- 
ede that they have been dealt with in the 
most satisfactory manner. Thev were allowed 
the most reasonable prices for tlieir property, 
averaging $300, and in addition to this the 
company paid interest upon all purchases 
from the time of forming contracts to pay­ 
ment of property owners’ claims. In many 
instances known to tlie writer land owners 
would place a price upon the land the com­ 
pany wished to purchase, much below the 
figure the eompany had contracted with ad­ 
joining neighbors for, but wishing to equalize 
and avoid dissatisfaction the company’s offi­ 
cers would gratify the proprietor by increas­ 
ing tbe value lie placed upon his possessions. 
Throughout the entire valley the transactions 
of the company have beeu just and com­ 
mendable.—Albany Arjus.

An 
opinion generally existed in favor of compon 
sation to Canadian sufferers by Fenian raids, 
but he did not apprehend a repetition of these 
errors. He trusted that Great Britain would 
never seem afraid to risk anything in the as 
section of her just rights.

T H E NATIONAL C A PITA L. 
N egroes iu tlie A ruiy. 
W ashington, May 4.—Sargent’s bill relatin, 
to ariny distinction provides for repealing 
those sections of the act of 1866 which limit 
the service of colored men to a certain number 
of regiments, proposes to open all regimental 
and company organizations and all other 
brandies of military service alike to all Ameri 
can citizens, regardless of race or color, makes 
it tbe duty of the Secretary of War to obliter 
ate by transfers aud assignments all such ex 
isting distinctions, and provides that the num 
ber of colored soldiers in the army shall by 
enlistments be made to correspond with tbe 
proportion of the colored population to the 
entire population of the United States. 
TREMAIN’S BILL. 
Tremain’s bill for the distribution of the 
Geneva award is for the greater part similar 
to the bill reported from the House Committee 
on Judiiiary, except that iu section 12 it 
provides that if the gross amount of claims 
shall exceed the whole amount of the award and 
interest, the said claims shall be classified and 
paid in the manner following: First, claims 
by New York in full. Second, claims in favor 
of officers and seamen. Third, ail other 
claimants shall be on an equality, aud when 
judgments shall be rendered in favor of any

BROOKS AND B A X T E R . 
A rrest of Suprem o C ourt Judges. 
W ashington, May 4.—The President to-day 
received a telegram from Brooks at Little 
Rock that the officer arresting the Supreme 
Court Judges stated ho wasacting’by authority 
of Gov. Baxter. When asked what for, he re­ 
plied that Baxter had reason to fear that the 
Supreme Court, if allowed to meet, might pos­ 
sibly pass on some question that might preju­ 
dice his case, now pending before the Attor­ 
ney General of the United States, and that the 
court should not meet until the question who 
is Governor should be decided at Washington. 
Brooks requests that the President ask tho 
commanding officer to demand the surrender 
of the arrested parties. 
Judge Rose to-day received a telegram from 
Little Rock stating that Baxter had nothing 
to do with the arrest of the two judges ia Ar- 
genta. on the side of the river opposite to Lit­ 
tle Rock, and disavows all responsibility for it. 


UNITED STATES CONGRESS. 
SENATE. 
W ash ington, May 4. 
Tlie House haviug returned the bill appro­ 
priating $10,000 for the relief of psrsons suf­ 
fering by the overflow of the Mississippi River, 
on motion of Pease of Mississippi the vote by 
which the bill was passed was reconsidered 
and that gentleman oflered an amendment 
appropriating $250,000 instead of $90,000. 
Referred to the Committee on Appropriations. 
Tho morning hour having expired the Seu- 
ate resumed the consideration of the supple­ 
mentary civil rights bill and Norwood of 
Georgia concluded his argument agaiust its 
passage. He argued that tlie bill was uncon­ 
stitutional in its provisions and read at lengtli 
from judicial decisious in support, of his 
position. 
Mr. FENTON, in accordance with notice 
given by him last week, asked that the pend- 
j bill be laid aside that he might move to 
discharge the Committee of Commerce from 
the further consideration of the bill to regulate 
the service in the collection of customs at tlie 
various ports of entry in the United States and 
the disposition of tines, penalties and forfei­ 
tures incurred under laws relating to customs 
and for other purposes. 
Mr. EDMUNDS objected. 
Mr. FENTON said he would then discuss 
the bill under consideration (the suppleineuta 
ry civil rights bill), although that discussion 
might be somewhat novel. He then proceeded 
to speak at great length to the sobject he had 
just endeavored to obtain actiou upon. 
Mr. BOUTWHLL submitted an amendment 
to the civil rights bill, providing that its pro­ 
visions shall apply to schools and public insti­ 
tutions of learning or benevolence authorized 
by law, endowed by the United States or here­ 
after endowed by any state of tbe United 
States. 
The Senate at 4:30 p. m. adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
BILLS INTRODUCED. 
By Mr. TRhMAlN,for the distribution of the 
Geneva award. 
By Mr. BUCKNER of Missouri, requiring 
stock brokers to take out a liceuss and pay 
$100 per year therefor aud also pay oae-sixth 
of one per cent, on tbe par value of securities 
bought or sold by them and reducing the tax 
on manufactured tobacco to ten cents per 
pound. 
Mr. VANCE of North Carolina offered a res 
olution instructing the Committee of Ways 
and Means to inquire into the propriety of re 
pealing the tax on leaf tobacco aud of cban^ 
ing the character of fines and penalties for the 
violation of the internal revenue law. Adopt 
ed. 
Mr. FOSTER, from the Committee of Wayi 
and Means, presented a report on the San­ 
born contracts. Ordered printed and recom 
mitted, with leave to report at any time. Tbe 
committee recommends the passage of a bill 
repealing tlie provisions of the act of May 3th 
1872, under which those contracts were made, 
and directs the revocation and annulment of 
all such contracts, and provides that the 
Court of Claims shall have no authority to con 
sider or decide upon any claims for damages 
by reason of the discontinuance of sucli con 
tracts or for any profits or percentages under 
them. 
The Judiciary Committee was given leave to 
report at auy time upon tbe' buukrupt law. 
The rules were suspended and the Southern 
Claims Commission directed to report to Con 
gress without delay all cases decided upon by 
it. 
The Committee ou States and Territories 
were given permission to report on the 21st 
instant a bill for the admission of New Mexico 
as a state. 
Mr. TYNER of Indiana moved to suspend 
the rules and make iu order an amendment 
to the Fost Office appropriation bill, limiting 
the free delivery system to towns and cities 
where there is a population of 20,000 within 
the corporate limits, instead of being, as at 
present, withia the limits of office delivery 
Agreed to. 
Mr. HARRIS of Massachusetts, from tho 
Committee on Indiau Affairs, reported a bill 
to authorize the Seneca nation of New York 
Indians to lease the lands within Cattaraugus 
and Allegheny reservations and conthmin 
existing leases. 
Mr. SOUTHARD of Ohio moved to suspend 
the rules and to adopt a resolution directing 
the Committee ou Banking and Currency to 
report what legislation is necessary to secure 
a fair aud equitable apportionment of the 
whole existing voium* of national bank circu 
lalion among tbe several states and territories 
according to wealth, population and business 
interests. Agreed to. 
The preamble to tlie resolution recites that 
there is an excess of circulatiou iu the East 
ern States of $70,690,046 and in the Middle 
States of $9,416,803, and a deficiency in the 
District of Columbia and the Southern and 
Southeastern States of $51,088,903; in the 
Western States of $21,423,811 and in tbe Pa 
ciflc States and territories of $7,625,586. 
Mr. KASSON of Iowa moved to suspend 
tlie rules and pass tbe bill to provide for a 
more equitable distribution of national bank 
currency. The motion to suspend the rules 
was, in the midstjof much confusion, second­ 
ed—93 ayes to 54 nays. 
Mr. KASSON then called for the yeas and 
nays on his motion. Pending that vote Ward 
of Illinois moved an adjournment. 
. Kasson’s bill repeals the law which provides 
that no circulation shall be withdrawn until 
after the $54,000,000 shall have been taken 
up and it directs tbe Comptroller of the Cur­ 
rency to make a requisition on each of the 
national banks that now have an excess of 
curreney.to withdraw and return such excess, 
and if they fail to do so the Comptroller is to 
sell enough of their bonds deposited in the 
Treasury to redeem such excess of circulation. 
The Comptroller is also to issue circulating 
notes to a corresponding amount to the banks 
in those states and territories that have less 
than their proportion ot circulation under an 
apportionment made on the basis of popula­ 
tion and wealth, provided that the whole 
amount of circulation so withdrawn and re­ 
deemed shall not exceed $25,000,000 and shall 
only be withdrawn as applications are receiv­ 
ed from time to time from banks in states 
having less than their apportionment. 
The motion to aajo 
105, nays 104. 
Pending the announcement of the vote Mr. 
Field of Michigan introduced a bill to promote 
internal improvements by the issue of 
United States bonds and provide a sinking 
fund to facilitate the resumption of specie pay­ 
ments. This was referred to the Committee 
on Ways and Means. 
The House then at 4:30 p. m. adjourned.

T H E SHAW ANG UNK D ISA ST ER . 


F u rth er P a rticu la r* . 
The quiet village of Shawangunk since the 
accident wears a more Sabbatic aspect than 
is usual with It. 
Business has given way to 
the one absorbing topic which has taken the 
place of all others since it introduced itself 
amid clouds of steam, flying timbers and the 
mangled bodies of the dead and dying. 
The 
little knot of crape hanging dolefully from 
several door-knobs, the shaded windows and 
gronps of workmen dressed iu their best suits 
as though labor were over for the present, tell 
a story which, to him who ates them, Is com­ 
plete without words. 
At the scene of the dis­ 
aster nothing was changed yesterday except 
in the single item of the removal of the dead 
and the injured. 
The mill itself is as total a 
wreck as can well be imagined. .Nothing 
is left as it was before. 
Saving only parts of 
the foundation of the large building, not a 
square foot of the structure but bears testi­ 
mony to the prodigious violence of the explo­ 
sion. 
The ruins must be actually seeu before 
any adequate notion can be formed of the 
power which spread destruction around its 
path so utter and so wide. 
Later observation 
has proved to us that our account of yesterday 
was toned below rather than above the truth. 
The exploded boiler drove its half—a fragment 
about ten feet in length by the same number 
of feet iii diameter—through the brick wall 
which formed the north end of the mill and 
demolished the whole of It as thoroughly as a 
lengthened bombardment might have done.— 
The entire rooting of the mill has either been 
riddled to atoms or so moved from its place 
as to be useless. 
A splendid set of paper 
machinery occupying one side of tho (hushing 
room appears to bo badly damaged on one 
end, though not otherwise. This was the spot 
where the two women were killed, and was the 
part of the room nearest the boller. 
At the 
moment of the explosion the low itaof above 
their heads was lifted and then fell in upon 
them, crushing them to death without warn­ 
ing. 
So 
completely 
buried 
were 
they 
by the dtbria 
that 
their 
bodies 
could 
be obtained only by continued digging. 
The 
corpse of one poor fellow was blown south­ 
ward—opposite to the general direction of the 
destroying force- and lay unseen and quiet 
upon the roof of the building until Sunday 
morning, when it was accidentally discovered 
by a colored man who happened to lie driving 
his oxen across the long bridge over the Wall­ 
kill which flows just at hand. 
Mr. Hill, who 
ha I gone to the mill to take the plaoe of Fos­ 
ter, the regular manager of the boiler, was 
(as was plain on the finding of his body) just 
in the act of drawing on his overalls when the 
shock came. 
O ho of those events which seem 
yr ivi lential Iii the retrospect is worth men- 


re 
.ii cinjection with the disaster. 
As 
tim half of the torn boiler fell into (be road 
some six hundred feet from its former place in 
the mill, two vehicles, one of them containing 
ladies, were approaching the spot, and had 
come withiu a rod of it. when the huge mon­ 
ster rolled in their way. 
Had the case been 
slightly otherwise we should have had an ad­ 
ditional und novel tragedy to record. 
There 
is but one opinion among the employees, most 
of whom our reporter conversed with, respect­ 
ing the unlucky Instrument of death; it had 
showed signs of weakness when it was first 
put up in the mill before the fire of one year 
and a half ago, and has been growing worse 
ever since. 
As we stated yesterday the boil­ 
er was not used to make steam but to digest 
the straw of wbieb the palier was made, and 
contained also alkali and steam. 
It bad been 
operated with a pressure of more than 125 
pounds to the square inch, but at the time of 
the explosion the pressure was asserted to be 
not more than uiuety |K>unds. 
Five minutes 
before tim catastrophe the Superintendent,Mr. 
Tranter, had left the vicinity of the boiler, 
when he had been spoken to aud advised to 
stop the machinery, as the boiler was danger­ 
ous. 
He replied that he would telegraph to 
New York and ask lust ructions. 
Before he 
cauld execute so humane a precaution the need 
of it had passed away. 
This exceedingly cau­ 
tious man has proved himself invaluable lo his 
employees by saving his own bones from com­ 
pound fracture. 
Mr. Tranter is one of those 
men who take all sorts of res|*onsibility except 
the sort which requires pluck, nerve und con­ 
science; to tbul standard he does not measure 
up. This big man-slaughtering boiler revolved 
longitudinally upon hollow journals, making 
one revolution in about flfteen minutes. 
Of 
course as It tut nod, its eutiro coutents, under 
enormous pressure, shifted from cud to end. 
How much greater than ordinary strength a 
boiler requires which is to bo boodled in such 
a fashion must be clear lo uny mind posies* 
lug the least notion of mechanics. 
We have 
no dis|»ositiou to Im unjust to the Superior 
tendeat, or to the mill owners, yet a sense of 
the possibility of other manufacturers being 
culpably reckless in a like direction, obliges 
us to say that ii seems to be well understood 
among the people of Shawangunk and the 
mill hands that Mr. Trauter is a good judge of 
the details of pa per-making, but knows little 
of preparing the stock, of which an intelligent 
m anagem ent of the fatal boiler w asau essen­ 
tial part. 
How far he and the company are 
res|K>nsible for the disastrous results of his ig­ 
norance, future juries nill probably determ­ 
ine. 
Not melody was the boiler uusafe, but 
the steam coils connected with it were notori­ 
ously so. 
They foamed so badly, together 
with the boiler itself, that by the testimony be­ 
fore lite coroner's jury of the men who m an­ 
aged them, it was iuqtossible to gauge the 
amount of steam and water they contained. 
In short, the whole thing was in bad order and 
chronically dangerous. 
Cue lesson of a re­ 
flective nature is in (ituce here, and we pro­ 
ceed lo draw it: Without intending any reflec­ 
tions at alt ungenerous or unfair, we desire to 
say that the overseer of every factory in the 
world should 
be 
in 
the 
highest 
sense 
a 
gentleman. 
Not 
the

demands Ibis, but their safely and that of tbs 
valuable property placed in hts charge re­ 
quires it quite a i emphatically. 
There is no 
pro(>er place for a bully in human society, and 
if there were it is not where bis stifl-nsckedness 
and |>etty arrogance put the happiness and the 
lives of men and women, better than himself, 
In perpetual peril. 
Meeting several of the prominent cilitens of 
Shawangunk upon tho street, among whom 
was Rev. Mr. Lippincott, the scholarly pastor 
of the Reformed Church there, our reporter 
sought their opinions upon the trouble of tbe 
bour. 
The answer came as with one voice,

OUK FREE PARLIAM ENT. 


T h e S h a w a n g u n k D isaster. 
Mn. E dttor:—We notice in your report of 
the Sliawanguak boiler explosion that your 
reporter, in his pursuit of information regard­ 
ing tbe cause of said explosion, interviewed 
Mr. T. H. Blackwell, the District Inspector of 
Boilers, and was told by Mr. B. that he had 
on one occasion some time since, at great 
personal inconvenience, and at tbe risk of bis 
future happiness, gone op a Sunday to tbe 
paper mill in question for tbe purpose of in­ 
specting the boiler, and to accommodate the 
mill owners had postponed bis inspection to 
some more convenient Mason, as tbe proprie­ 
tors feared their pipes might freeze. 
It ap­ 
pears to us that this was just the boiler that 
he ought to have inspected instead of making 
convenient postponements, and that he holds 
bls appointment from the state in order to pre­ 
vent as nearly as possible such careless dis­ 
asters. 
We do not make this assertion be­ 
cause the boiler has exploded and killed 
several persons, but will abow you that it was 
a dangerous concern and every precaution 
should have been taken to make it as safe as 
possible. 
According to your report this boiler 
was seven feet in diameter, giving 5,541 
square inches area of head, and carrying IOO 
pounds of steam would cause a pressure on 
that head of 554,100 pouuds or 277 tons. 
We 
do not know the thickness of the metal in 
these heads nor the strength of the shell that 
had to sustain this great longitudinal pres­ 
sure. 
We know the shell must have been re­ 
duced in strength about two-sevenths by 
punching and riveting. 
Tho United States 
law prescribes that steam shall not be allowed 
for one than one-sixth of the tensile strength 
of the iron, and It Is a custom which we think 
has been followed by state inspectors. 
It ap­ 
pears evident in this case that too much steam 
has been carried for the strength of the boiler, 
and we iqpposed it was the duty of state in­ 
spectors to prohibit such palpable violation of 
law.

THE SUAU ANGLUK DISASTER. 
Further Particulars. 
The quiet village of Sbawangunk since the 
accident wears a more Sabbatic aspect than 
is usual with it. Business has given way to 
the one absorbing topic which has taken the 
place of all others since it introduced itself 
amid clouds of steam, flying timbers and the 
mangled bodies of the dead and dying. The 
little knot of crape hanging dolefully from 
several door-knobs, the shaded windows and 
groups of workmen dressed in their best suit3 
as though labor were over for the present, tell 
a story which, to him who sees them, is com­ 
plete without words. At the scene of the dis­ 
aster nothing was changed yesterday except 
in the single item of the removal of the dead 
and the injured. The mill itself is as total a 
wreck as can well be imagined. .Nothing 
is left as it was before. Saving only parts of 
the foundation of the large building, not a 
square foot of the structure but bears testi­ 
mony to the prodigious violence of the explo­ 
sion. The ruins must be actually seen before 
any adequate notion can be formed of the 
power which spread destruction around its 
path so utter and so wide. Later observation 
has proved to us that our account of yesterday 
was toned below rather than above the truth. 
The exploded boiler drove its half—a fragment 
about ten feet in length by the same number 
of feet in diameter—through the brick wall 
which formed the north end of the mill and 
demolished the whole of It as thoroughly as a 
lengthened bombardment might havedoue.— 
The entire rooting of the mill has either been 
riddled to atoms or so moved from its place 
as to be useless. A splendid set of paper 
machinery occupying one side of the finishing 
room appears to be badly damaged on one 
end, though not otherwise. This was the spot 
where the two women were killed, aud was the 
part of the room nearest the boiler. At the 
moment of the explosion the low fbof above 
their heads was lifted and thbn fell in upon 
them, crushing them to death without warn­ 
ing. 
So completely buried were they 
by the debris that their bodies could 
be obtained only by continued digging. The 
corpse of oue poor fellow was blown south­ 
ward—opposite to the general direction of the 
destroying force—and lay unseen and quiet 
upon the roof of the building until Sunday 
moruing, when it was accidentally discovered 
by a colored man who happened to be driving 
his oxen across the long bridge over the Wull- 
kill which flows just at hand. Mr. Hill, who 
had gone to the mill to take the place of Fos­ 
ter, ttie regular manager of the boiler, was 
(as b us plain on the finding of his body) just 
in the act of drawing on his overalls when the 
shock came. One of those events which seem 
ovidential in the retrospect is worth men- 
connection with the disaster. As 
tho half of the torn boiler fell into the road 
some six hundred feet from its former place in 
the mill, two vehicles, oue of them containing 
ladies, were approaching the spot, and had 
come within a rod of it, when the huge mon­ 
ster rolled iu their way. Had the case been 
slightly otherwise we should have had an ad­ 
ditional and novel tragedy to record. There 
is but one opinion among the employees, most 
of whom our reporter conversed with, respect­ 
ing the unlucky instrument of death; it had 
showed signs of weakness wbeu it was first 
put up in the mill before the fire of one year 
and a half ago, and has been growing worse 
ever since. As we stated yesterday the boil­ 
er was not used to make steam but to digest 
the straw of whieh the paper was made, and 
contained also alkali and steam. It had been 
operated with a pressure of more than 125 
pounds to the square inch, but at the time of 
the explosion the pressure was asserted to be 
not more than niuety pounds. Five minutes 
beforo the catastrophe the Superintendent,Mr. 
Tranter, had left the vicinity of the boiler, 
when he had been spoken to and advised to 
stop the machinery, as the boiler was danger 
ous. lie replied that he would telegraph to 
New York and ask instructions. Before he 
could execute so humane a precaution the need 
of it had passed away. This exceedingly cau­ 
tious man has proved himself invaluable to his 
employees by saving hi3 own bone3 from com' 
pound fracture. Mr. Tranter is one of those 
men who tako all sorts of responsibility except 
the sort which requires pluck, nerve and con­ 
science; to that standard he does not measure 
up. This big man-slaughtering boiler revolved 
longitudinally upon hollow journals, makiq 
one revolution in about fifteen minutes. Of 
course as It turned, its entire contents, under 
enormous pressure, ahifted from end to end. 
How much greater than ordinary strength a 
boiler requires which is to be handled in such 
a fashion mu3t be clear to any mind pos3ess- 
the least notion of mechanics. We have 
no disposition to be uujust to the Superin 
tendeut, or to the mill owners, yet a sense of 
the possibility of other manufacturers being 
culpably reckless in a like direction, obliges 
us to say that it seems to be well understood 
among the people of Shawaugunk and the 
mill hands that Mr. Trauter is a good judge of 
the details of paper-making, but knows little 
of preparing the stock, of which an intelligent 
management of the fatal boiler was an essen 
lial part. How far he and the company are 
responsible for the disastrous results of his ig­ 
norance, future Juries will probably determ­ 
ine. Not meijely was the boiler unsafe, but 
the steam coils connected with it were notori­ 
ously so. They foamed so badly, together 
with the boiler itself, that by the testimony be­ 
fore the coroner’s jury of the men who man­ 
aged them, it was impossible to gauge the 
amount of steam and water they contaiued. 
In short, the whole thing was in bad order and 
chronically dangerous. One le3son of a re­ 
flective uature is in place here, and we pro­ 
ceed to draw it: Without intending any reflec­ 
tions at all uugenerous or unfair, we desire to 
say that the overseer of every factory in the 
world should be in the highest sense 
a gentleman. Not the mere pleasure 
of 
the laborers 
under his 
control 
demands this, but their safety and that of the 
valuable property placed in his charge re 
quire3 it quite as emphatically. There is no 
proper place for a bully in human society, and 
if there were it is not where his stiff-necked ness 
and petty arrogance put the happiness and the 
lives of men and women, better than himself, 
In perpetual peril. 
Meeting1-several of the prominent citizens of 
Sbawangunk upon tho stroet, among whom 
was Rev. Mr. Lippincott, the scholarly pastor 
of the Reformed Church there, our reporter 
sought their opinions upon the trouble of the 
hour. The answer came as with one voice, 
“ Rum is at the bottom of it 1” We are not 
surprised, for rum is at the bottom of most 
evils in some way or another; and in the words 
that caught our reporter’s ear there were hints 
of stories which could be elaborated of rum’s 
alliance with the calamity which bas thrown 
its gloomy mantle over the hearts and the 
business oí that pleasant village. ’ 
The inquest begun by Coroner Titus at the 
Orion House, at ten o’clock yesterday, elicited 
no new facts, but confirmed abundantly all we 
have thus far said. At two o’clock the in­ 
quest was adjourned to Friday next, and in 
accordance with the enterprise which eur 
friends say marks The Freeman, we shall in­ 
form our readers of the result as soon as it is 
reached.

Death of Officer Charles Ernst! 
C atskill, May 4, 1874. 
Ernst died this morning. His funeral will 
take place on Wednesday afternoon at twe 
o’clock. The services will be conducted by 
the Odd Fellows. The Secretary of Catskill 
Lodge invites Ko3Clu3ko, Aretas and United 
German Lodges to attend.

Riinnway. 
The Strand was thrown into a panic of short 
duration ou Monday afternoon by a double 
ruuaway which fortuuately resulted in injury 
to uo person. A team of horses belonging to 
David Griflln, of Flatbush, was standing in 
front of Turck A Burhans’ lumber yard with a 
boy of at least fourteen years old holding 
them, when a fright was given the horses by 
a locomotive on the N. Y., K. A S. Railroad, 
aDd away they went up Garden street, col­ 
liding with Sherwood Staples’ horse and wagon 
standing iu front of MarksJacobs’ tailor shop. 
Staples’ horse becoming frightened plunged 
and got loose from its wagon by the breaking 
of the shafts, and taking to the sidewalk, on 
the eastern side of the street, rushed up it on 
a keen run, causing the people to scatter to 
the right aud left out of harm’s way. Grifliu’s 
team, after striking Staples’ horse and wagon, 
struck a telegraph polo in front of John Schrie- 
ber’s store and there they were caught, while 
Staples’ horse contiuued to run up to and a 
little beyond Union avenue, where it was cap­ 
tured and stopped. Very little harm was 
done, but the number of hair-breadth escapes 
many. 
Had Grifflu’s team sheered in 
toward the sidewalk a short distance below 
where they did a large* number of baby car­ 
riages on the walk would, in all probability, 
have been converted into toothpick timber.

We ask it, gentle­ 
men, in the name of the widows and orphans 
and the moral and religious sentiment of the 
community, and hope you will refuso to grant 
any license. In all probability we might offer 
petition of 5,000 names if necessary; we 
presented a petition to the Common Council 
of 1,003 names. We presume tho3e gentle­ 
men have done their duly?” 
Mr. Hasbrouck arose and said: “Ladies, we 
arc not granting any licenses to-day. We 
hall do alt in our power to aid your worthyi 
eflbrts, and we have already roceived some 
petitions from the lower part of the city. We 
shall endeavor to discharge our duties as 
Commissioners.” 
Another lady in a low and indistinct voice 
endeavored to address Mr. Burhans, but her 
remarks were not heard nor was her name 
known to the Commissioners present. The 
Commissioners were very courteous to tha 
ladies, and the latter withdrew with consider­ 
able satisfaction to meet at the next sitting of 
the Board. The whole affair passed off quiet­ 
ly and pleasantly. The Board will meet again 
next week on Monday at the same place, and 
in the meantime the temperance people are at 
liberty to hand in their remonstrances against 
the granting of licenses to the applicants 
whose names are given at the commencement 
of this article. 


Waltz’s Body Sold to Physicians.

The Shawangunk Disaster. 
Mr. Editor :—We notice in your report of 
the Shawangunk boiler explosion that your 
reporter, in his pursuit of information regard­ 
ing tbe cause of said explosion, interviewed 
Mr. T. H. Blackwell, the District Inspector of 
Boilers, and was told by Mr. B. that he had 
on one occasion some time since, at great 
personal inconvenience, and at tbe risk of bis 
future happiness, gone on a Sunday to the 
paper mill In question for the purpose of in­ 
specting the boiler, and to accommodate the 
mill owners had postponed his inspection to 
some more convenient season, as the proprie­ 
tors feared their pipes might freeze. It ap­ 
pears to us that this was just the boiler that 
:ie ought to have inspected instead of making 
convenient postponements, and that he holds 
his appointment from the state in order to pre­ 
vent as Dearly as possible such careless dis­ 
asters. We do not make this assertion be­ 
cause tbe boiler has exploded and killed 
several persons, but will show you that it was 
a dangerous concern and every precaution 
should have been taken to make it as safe as 
possible. According to your report this boiler 
was seven feet in diameter, giving 5,541 
square inches area of head, and carrying 100 
pounds of steam would cause a pressure on 
that head of 554,100 pounds or 277 tons. We 
do not know the thickness of the metal in 
these heads nor the strength of the shell that 
had to sustain this great longitudinal pres­ 
sure. We know the shell must have been re­ 
duced in strength about two-sevenths by 
punching and riveting. Tho United States 
law prescribes that steam shall not be allowed 
for one than one-sixth of the tensile strength 
of the iron, and it is a custom which we think 
has been followed by state inspectors. It ap­ 
pears evident in this case that too much steam 
has been carried for the strength of the boiler, 
and we supposed it was the duty of state in­ 
spectors to prohibit such palpable violation of 
law.
